Group III, claim(s) 18, 19, 21 and 42-47, drawn to the use of a SIM42 detecting agent, 
wherein said agent is an oligonucleotide for determining the level of SIM2. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
feature in claim 1 is a method of determining a level of SIM2 (SEQ ID NO: 7) thereby 
diagnosing ovarian, breast and/or lung cancer. Applicants' SEQ ID NO: 7 shares 100% 
sequence homology with sequence 109 from the publication. U.S. Patent Application 
Publication 2007/0014801 A1 (filed October 12, 2001) discloses a method, wherein a 
nucleic acid (mRNA) encoding a prostate cancer protein in a biological sample is 
assayed thereby detecting prostate cancer, as well as associated cancers such as 
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breast, ovarian and lung, see page 3, section 0047; page 4, sections 0063 and 0064; 
page 11, section 01 12; page 22, section 0210. Therefore, the.technical feature recited 
in claim 1 is not special. Accordingly, the groups are not so linked as to form a single 
general concept under PGT Rule 13.1.
